A. Definition of "subiect," "agent," "nominal sentence," and "verbal 
sentence" 



The grammatical structures with which you are now familiar include 
the following: 

(1) al'ustaadu gaa'ibun. 'The professor is absent.' 

(2) raja9a l'ustaadu 'ams. 'The professor returned yesterday.' 

(3) almulaazimu. yataHadda9u 'The lieutenant is talking with 

ma9a nnaqiib. the captain.' 

Up to this point, all of the underlined words in the above sentences 
have been referred to as "subjects." Comparison of the three sentences, 
however, reveals the need for a stricter definition: in #1, the under- 
lined word is the subject of the sentence ; in #2, the underlined word 
is the subject of the verb ; and in #3, the underlined word is the subject 
of both the sentence and the verb. 

Starting with this lesson, the terms "subject," "agent," "nominal 
sentence," and "verbal sentence" will be used as defined below: 

(1) A subject is a noun or a noun replacer which usually occurs 
at the beginning of the sentence and which designates a topic commented 
upon by the rest of the sentence. Noun replacers include pronouns and 
demonstratives. In sentence #1 above, the underlined word is the subject. 

(2) An agent is the form which indicates the doer of a given verb. 
In sentence #2, the underlined word is the agent. In #3, the underlined 
word is both the subject of the sentence and the agent of the verfe. 

(3) A nominal sentence is one which contains a subject. Nominal 
sentences include equational sentences (such as #1 above) as well as 
sentences which begin with a subject and contain a verb (such as 

#3 above) . 

(4) A verbal sentence is one which contains a verb but not a 
subject (even though it may contain an agent) . The second sentence 
above is an example of verbal sentences. 
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B. Incomplete verbs 

In Modern Standard Arabic there is a small set of words which 
introduce nominal sentences and which change the case of the predicate 
from the nominal to the accusative. Because they behave in many but not 
all respects like verbs, those sentence introducers are referred to as 
"incomplete verbs." Incomplete verbs include kaan- (present-tense form: 
yakuun ) : 



almulaazimu gaa'ibun.

Grammatical Notes 



Present-tense forms of defective verbs 



Defective verbs are those whose root ends in a weak consonant. In 
the present-tense, the Measure I huwa form of such verbs may end in 
/uu/ (represented in the Arabic script by j' ) , /ii/ (represented in 
the Arabic script by <J ., ) , or /aa/ (represented in the Arabic script 
by ^ ) . Thus defective verbs of Measure I are divisible into three 
types. 

(1) Type I is characterized by a final /uu/ in the present-tense 
huwa form; thus the huwa form in question is of the shape yaF9uu . 

(2) Type II is characterized by a final /ii/ in the present-tense 
huwa form; thus the huwa form in question is of the shape yaF9ii . 

(3) Type III is characterized by /aa/ in the present-tense huwa 
form; thus the huwa form in question is of the shape yaF9aa. 

The third radical of type I is /w/; that of the other two types 
is /y/. 

When present-tense defective verbs of Type I receive the suffixes 
which indicate agreement with the agent, certain phonological changes 
take place; Arabic spelling is the best guide to those changes: 

1. When the addition of the suffix brings together two waaw's or 
a waaw and a yaa' , the first of the two letters is dropped and the 
second is retained. 

2. Each of the letters alif, waaw , and yaa' must be preceded by the 
corresponding Haraka ; the Haraka which corresponds to the alif is the 
fatHa, that which corresponds to the waaw is the damma , and that which 
corresponds to the yaa' is the kasra.

A. The addition of agreement suffixes to present-tense defective verbs 
of Type III 



Defective verbs of Type III are those whose present-tense huwa form 
ends in an alif magsuura . The following rules apply, in the order given , 
when the present-tense forms of such verbs receive the suffixes which 
indicate agreement with the agent (examples are given following the 
last rule) : 

1. The fatHa which precedes the final alif magsuura remains 
unchanged when the suffixes are added. This fatHa will be called the 
"stem fatHa ". 

2. The final alif magsuura is replaced by a yaa' . It is 
significant in this context that the symbol for alif magsuura is very 
similar to that for yaa ', . 

3. When the addition of the suffix brings together two yaa's or a 
yaa 1 and a waaw , the first letter is dropped and the second is retained. 

4. When preceding ■ (i.e., an alif ) , the letter which follows 
the stem fatHa has a fatHa; otherwise that letter has a sukuun.

A. The root consonants of defective verbs 

As has already been explained, the final root consonant is /w/ in 
the case of some defective verbs and /y/ in the case of others. 
Defective verbs whose present-tense form ends in /-uu/ have a final /w/ 
in the root; those whose present-tense form ends in /-ii/ and those whose 
present-tense form ends in /-aa/ have a final /y/ in the root. 



B. The Measure I past- tense forms of defective verbs 

(1) The past-tense form of yaF9uu is Fa9aa ; e.g., yad9uu 'he 
invites': da9aa 'he invited'. 

(2) The past-tense form of yaF9ii is Fa9aa ; e.g., yabnii 'he builds' 
banaa 'he built'. 

(3) The past- tense form of yaF9aa is Fa9aa in the case of some 
verbs and Fa9iya in the case of others; e.g., yas9aa 'he attempts': 
sa9aa he attempted ' , yansaa ' he forgets ' : nasiya ' he forgot ' . 

In terms of Arabic spelling, the final /-aa/ of Fa9aa is represented 
by I (i.e., an alif) if the final root consonant is /w/ and by <j 
(i.e., an alif maqsuura ) if the final root consonant is /y/: 



C. The addition of agreement suffixes to past-tense defective verbs 
ending in /-aa/ 

The following rules apply, in the order given , when the suffixes 
marking agreement with the agent are added to past-tense defective 
verbs ending in /-aa/: 

1. The fatHa which precedes the final ' or \J remains unchanged 
when the suffixes are added. This fatHa will be called the "stem fatHa" . 

2. Final I is replaced by ^ and final ,j is replaced by <J . 
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3. When the addition of the suffix brings together two waaw's 
or a yaa' and a waaw , the first letter is dropped and the second is 
retained. 

4. When preceding , the letter which follows the stem fatHa 
has a fatHa ; otherwise that letter has a sukuun . -— — . 

5. The letters } and * are dropped when followed by the ^ 
which appears on the hiya form, since in MSA a succession of two letters 
each of which^has a sukuun is extremely restricted in occurrence; thus 
instead of ^^we get cij 'she invited' , and instead of £*JXL 

we get w£^i_L 'she attempted'. The letters } and w do not occur in 
feminine dual forms since those forms are made from the corresponding 
singular forms; thus we get &J and {-, ,'.^ rather than If^J andtLL£_J.
